FEAR DOUBLE LYNCHING

Fourth of July, which will be held 
in Minneapolis the 16th, 17th and 
18th of May, by a large delegation. 
ll is expected that at least two score 
Norwegians of La Crosse will at­ 
tend. 
May 17 commemorates the separa­ 
tion of Norway from Denmark. On I 
the 17th of May, 1814, Norway com­ 
pleted the drawing up of its consti­ 
tution and formally declared itself 
an independent nation. 
Previous to 
the drawing up of this constitution 
Norway had for 4 00 years been the 
subject of Denmark. Denmark had 
ceded Norway to Sweden 
on 
the 
4th of January, 1814. 
Norway did 
not agree to the proposition but. 
crowned Crown Prince Kristian of 
Sweden, king of Norway. 
Shortly af­ 
terward Kristian abdicated. Norway 
then formed a confederation with 
Sweden which held until 1905, when 
Norway seceded and made Haakon 
VTI king of Norway. 
There are about a million and a 
half of Norwegians in this country 
and at least five thousand are ex­ 
pected to take part in the celebration 
at Minneapolis. 
Three days will be 
devoted to this reunion. 
On May 16 
all the Norwegian societies or “ Byd- 
delager,” will hold their meetings. 
These societies are made up of per­ 
sons coming from the same counties 
in the old country. On Sunday, the 
17th, there will be a grand celebra­ 
tion at the state fair grounds.

After Being Used For Forty Years 
in Preparation of Sunday School 
Lessons, the Methods of the inter­ 
national 
Committee 
Have Been 
Radically Changed. 
A crisis in Sunday school history 
was reached last week, when the ex­ 
isting order of the past forty years 
in the preparation of the Internation­ 
al lessons was radically changed. 
The world-famous Lesson Commit, 
tee, which has provided courses of 
lessons that have been used for more 
than a generation by literally mil­ 
lions of persons, the 
whole 
world 
around, is no longer to be the cre­ 
ation of the International 
Sunday 
School committee, and subject to its 
instruction, but is to be greatly en- 
i larged to come more completely un­ 
der the control of the denominations 
and the churches. 
The step-is re­ 
garded as a victory for democracy 
and conservatism. 
By the new plan, the Lesson com­ 
mittee will be appointed in three sec­ 
tions. 
First, the International con 
vention, which meets in Chicago next 
month, will name only eight mem­ 
bers, instead of the entire commit­ 
tee. 
Eight more will be designated 
by the Denominational council, an 
association of the heads of the Sun­ 
day school boards of the twenty-eight 
leading denominations. 
In addition, 
each of these denominations will be 
entitled to one representative on the 
Lesson committee, thus giving a vast 
preponderance of influence to the de. 
nominations. 
This is on the theory 
that the denominational representa­ 
tives are officially 
answerable 
to 


work among mankind today so po­ 
tent as the Sunday school lesson. It 
affects the children In remote Chi­ 
nese villages, under Indian banyan 
trees, in Greenland igloos, and under 
South Sea Island palm trees, as well 
as In every walk of life in Christian 
lands. 
Radicals and Conservatives Clash 
The historic usage of the Sunday 
school has been for all departments 
to use the same lesson, from the in­ 
fant class to the m en’s Bible classes, 
each of course, from a different an ­ 
gle. 
The 
Lesson committee 
went 
through the Bible in 
seven 
year 
cycles, by selected passages from the 
various books.Of late years the m eth ­ 
od has been considerably revised to 
give greater continuity of study. 
What may be called the more pe­ 
dagogical school of Sunday school 
leaders found expression in the R e­ 
ligious Education association. 
Orig­ 
inally, this body was formed for tne 
primary purpose of bringing Sunday 
school methods “ up-to-date.”

Americans 
Bring 
Moths 
and Other Destructive 
Insects Home Which 
Damage Crops 


WASHINGTON,

against which a trained corps of men 
are fighting are anim al, bird, insect 
and vegetable pests. Mrs. Charles W. 
Morse, whose pet ants were adjudg­ 
ed “ undesirable’’ was the most recent 
sufferer 
by 
the 
regulation. 
T h e 1 
most classic of all examples in the 
English sparrow. 
But since 1905, 
the Government has strong weapons 
in quarantine laws passed th at year, 
to prevent introduction of undesir­ 
able living things. 
The rfiost destructive pest ever 
introduced 
into the 
United States 
is the gypsy moth. 
It was in 1869 
that 
Trouvelot, an astronom er at 
Harvard University and an am ateur 
entom ologist of note, conceived the 
idea of breeding a hardy worm which 
would revolutionize the silk industry. 
He imported som e gypsy m oths from 
France, exp ectin g to cross them with 
so m e native species. One day he le ft 
a w indow in his Medford hom e open. 
W hen he returned a m a ss of e g g s 
laid by his gypsy visitor had dis­ 
appeared— apparently it had blown 
out of the window. 
At this point Trouvelot’s experi­ 
ment 
ceased. 
But their 
results 
did not. 
They are still with us and 
have cost the country millions of 
dollars. 
New England has been the 
hardest sufferer. 
For twenty years 
the gypsy moth attracted no a tte n ­ 
tion. 
P eople 
of 
Medford. 
Mass., 
w ondered at th e dastruction of th eir 
trees, 
but the 
d am a ge 
rem a in ed 
local. 
Then, 
suddenly, 
the 
pest 
spread. 
Since then bitter w arfare 
has been waged against it, and the 
victory is not yet won. 
The New 
England states alone spend thousands 
in the fight. 
Tourists Bring Pest* 
A great many people innocently 
bring home curios, plants and' ani­ 
mals that are active agents of mis­ 
chief. 
Hundreds of people have a t­ 
tempted to bring into the country 
as a curiosity the Australian flying 
fox. 
Unknown in the United States 
these overgrown bats. which often­ 
times measure five feet across the 
wings are A ustralian’s greatest pests. 
They ruin many orchards in their 
habitat. 
The mongoose is an other creature 
which individuals persist in trying 
to import. 
Rudyard Kipling w rote 
interestingly about Rikki-tikki-tava, 
In “The Jungle Book’’ but the ani­ 
mal isn t by any m eans a charm ing, 
nice m annered creature. In India he 
is valuable because he kills snakes. 
But he is also partial to chickens, 
young pigs. kids, lambs, puppies, k it­ 
tens and certain 
vegetables 
and 
fruits. 
Therefore, 
he 
is 
banned 
from America. Once in a while, how­ 
ever, Individuals succeed in slipping 
one of the anim als in. A Cape Cod 
farm er who had lost scores of chick­ 
ens finally killed an anim al who was 
apparently responsible for the dam ­ 
age. 
There was a great hue and cry 
about the new species of skunk he 
had discovered, but finally het au ­ 
thorities identified the little beast 
as a mongoose. How he got in nobody 
has yet found out. 
Jam aica is alive with the pest, in­ 
troduced by some misguided individ­ 
ual who thought they would rid the 
island of rats which caused havoc 
in the sugar cane fields. It was in 
1872 th at four males and five fe­ 
males were introduced. Their num ­ 
ber increased amazingly and in 1890 
the government began fighting them . 
Still another instance of pests was 
the introduction of rabbits in Aus­ 
tralia. 
They were originally brought 
to the island to furnish early set­ 
tlers with sport. 
How expensive th at 
I sport is didn’t appear until the bun­ 
nies had overrun the island. The gov­ 
ernm ent has spent millions fighting 
the pest. w ithout having apparently 
reduced the num ber in the least. 
4'bange W ith Environm ent 
The great danger about im porting 
anv kind of animal or bird or insect 
is that environm ent may change them 
completely. 
They may be perfectly 
proper things in their native haunts 
but horribly mischievous in their new 
surroundings. Biologists can’t pre­ 
dict their habits. It is a fact, how­ 
ever, th at a great m ajority of the 
pests introduced 
here 
have been 
vastly more destructive in America 
than they were abroad. 
They are 
freed from natural enemies— the n a t­ 
ural “ balance" is lost— they find a 
longer sum m er breeding season and 
the larger scale on which American 
agriculture is conducted does not per­ 
mit as readily of restrictive m easures 
as do the limited holdings and in ten ­ 
sive cultivation of Europe. 
Europe, 
it should be mentioned, has also suf­ 
fered from pests sent to its shores 
from America, although 
for some 
curious 
reason 
native 
American 
pests do not seem to thrive in their 
transplanted state abroad. 
One no­ 
table exception, however, is the phyl­ 
loxera, a grape vine disease, intro­ 
duced in France in 1859. which has 
devastated vineyards there. 
The San 
Jose, a pest of the first m agnitude, 
was brought into California by an a r­ 
dent horticulturist from China, on 
some Chinese apple trees. Incidental­ 
ly. it is curious to note th at from 
California the pest recrossed the P a­ 
cific and in its invigorated form, cre­ 
ated havoc in Japan, where it had 
always been p resent,-but never had 
given great trouble.
